Differ On Payroll Cuts 


( B y U n ited P r e s s ) 


WASHINGTON — Budget Bureau 
officials and e onomy-minded con­ 
gressmen disagree over the degree 
to which Uncle Sam ’s payroll can 
be cut after the war 
.Sen Harry F. Byrd, D , Va., chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
joint 
Congressional 
Economy 
committee, 
hopes 
the 
present payroll of 3,338,7C0 can be 
cut down 
or near the prewar size 
of about 990,000 
Rep. John Taber, 
R., N Y , member of the same com­ 
mittee, believes it should be cut 
even more. 
But Fred Lawton, chairman ol a 
budget bureau committee drafting 
government reconversion plans, said 
no "mass exodus” of federal work­ 
ers was likely. 
Reductions will be 
made, he said, but If the nation Ls 
to provide 60,000.000 jobs, there will 
be a lot of federal workers. 
Lawton said the federal payroll 
would be reduced by degrees rather 
than any abrupt, large-scale cuts 
Byrd is drawing his own recon­ 
version plan to whittle down, con­ 
solidate or liquidate many cf the 
1.141 federal agencies. 
He believes 
300.000 federal workers can be dis­ 
missed 
now and 
another 500.000 
when the European war ends.

A new -type m agnet 
for

revolvers

weapons from rivers and lakes has 
been develop« ’d by C harles M W il­ 
son. director of the Chicago police 
crim e detection laboratory. 
T he m agnet will lift 175 pounds 
Heretofor« *, police have used cum ­ 
bersom e 
electro - m agnets 
w ith 
a 
lift of only 40 pounds. 
Principal elem ent in the device 
is an alloy known a.s alnico which 
is easily m agnetized. Once charged, 
the m agnet will retain its power 
for six m onths and ta n be retnag- 
neti’/ed. 
One of the m agnets, 28 inches 
long, has lifted a 9 0-pound electric 
saw with m otor and stand 
It can 
lilt nearly twice that weight, W il­ 
son said, and will easily pick up 
revolvers rifles, shotguns or knives 
from a river bed
